Commano« Flahlns Operations 
at Michigan City, 


W. A. Palmer, deputy state game 
and fish warden, descended upon three 
firms of commercial fishermen at St. 
Joseph yesterday and caused their 
eight members to be lined up before 
Justice Baldrey to answer to the com­ 
plaint of violating the state fish laws. 
Eighty dollars in fines were collected 
from the fishermen and each fine was 
accompanied by costs of 12 and more. 


The victims of Mr. Palmer ’were 
Mollhagen Bros, composed of John, 
Henry and Alfred Mollhagen, Habel 
Bros, including William Habel, Au­ 
gust Habel and August Schornbeck, 
and Grau k Bealow. 
The same firms 
were arrested last year for the same 
offense and the fishermen now declare 
that they will abandon this shore and 
commence operations in a state where 
the fish laws have a semblance of jus­ 
tice in them. 


The camplaints were all alike. They 
were signed by W. A. Palmer, deputy 
state and game warden und charged 
the fishermen with “using certain gill 
nets in certain waters of this state for 
the purpose of taking and catching fish 
(?*alQ fish not being perch, herring, 
black fins or long jaws) the meshes of 
which gill nets were less than four and 
one-fourth inches in extension.’* The 
fine lm|x>sed by .Tustlce Baldrey was 
the minimum and should the game 
warden discover the fishermen violat­ 
ing the law a third time it is i>ossible 
that the fines would be considerable in 
excess of $lD. 


The fishermeu claim to have hun­ 
dreds of dollars invested in nets and 
that they cannot afford to throw them 
away and purchase nets that coiiiply 
with the requirements of the law. 
They say further that the industry 
wuuid not be prolitable if th“V used 
nets with hirjier ineshe.s as the hiw re­ 
quires. and that itiey are practically 
driven out of business here. 


“W f are obliured to go to the west 
-hore.” ¿aid one of tiie tiihermen this 
morninjjr. 
“What else ean w«.* do. 
Xone of u> can afford to piireha.se new 
nets and we therefore must lind a place 
where we ean use the nets we have. 
That will l>e either in Wis.’onsin or 
Indiana." 
Tiie fishermeu are now 
using nets the meshes of whK*h are two 
and three-fourth inches, 
extension 
measure. 


The fishing industry which these two 
cities seem certain of* k>osini^ is worth 
$25,000 per year. The investment, in­ 
cluding boats and nets, represents 
(KK). Thirty men are given employ­ 
ment and the proceeds from the sale of 
tlsh derived each 
year amounts to 
S:50.000.

Chicago, 
May 18.—Adolph L. Luet- 
gert, the well-known sausage menu« 
^facturer, was arrested yesterday after­ 
noon on the charge of having murdered 
hi? wife. Captain 
Schuettler 
of the 
Sheffield Avenue station made the ar­ 
rest, under explicit directions 
from 
Inspector Bchaack, who has been Inves­ 
tigating the case. 
The warrant was 
sworn out by the police before Justice 
Kcrsten, and that magistrate issued It 
at once. 


It ia positively stated by the police 
that evidence has been found that Mrs. 
Luetgert was killed and her bod/ de­ 
stroyed with the object of hiding all 
traces of the crime. Luetgert Is not the 
only person held under suspicion by the 
north side police. Other arrests are to 
be made before night, or as soon as 
certain person? can be found for whom 
ofHcers are fiOW looking. 
The place 
where the murder and destruction of 
the body of the woman are believed to 
have taken place is the factory at Dl- 
versey and Ht rmltage avenues, near the 
tracks of the Xorthwestern road. 


Two Wayn ofHldluic the Crime. 


It li« bflievod that after killing the 
woman those who committed the deed 
put the corpse into a vat and reduced 
the body by chemicals or boiling. That 
Is one way tr>at the crime is supposed 
to havo^been hidden. But there is an­ 
other story, and that I? that after the 
murder the body was stripped, cut Into 
pieces In the sausage mill, ?o that it 
would be in(»re easily cremated, and 
then cast int<» the furnace. Her cloth­ 
ing, It is alleged, was burned in the 
same place. 
It is said that several 
bones are all that have been found, and 
that these were taken from the vicinity 
of the vat. Two finger rings belonging 
to the dead woman were also found. 


Sohftftk 8ure It Was Murder. 
“Adolph Luetgert has Just been ar­ 
rested for the murder of Mrs. Luet- 
fcrt.” said Inspector Schaak at 2:30 
o’clock. *‘We have established beyond a 
doubt that Mr.*!. Luetgert did not leave 
her home voiuniarlly or commit suicide 
becau.s« of her husband’s failure in 
business. She certainly w'as murdered 
and the crime is ont of the foulest with 
w'hlch 1 have ever dealt. 
The body 
was destroyed, with the exception of 
traces, which we found In the sauMDpre 
factory, near the Luetgert home In Lake 
Vi«w." Mrs. Luetgert disappeared May 
1. 
Five days after the woman’s dis­ 
appearance relatives of hers from the 
country camo to Chicago and called on 
the police authorities with the first In­ 
timation that they had that the woman 
was iiii!<s!iig. 
The same day A. L. 
Luetgert. her husband, applied to the 
pollee. and also offered a reward of $200 
for information that w'ould lead to her 
discovery. 


Hftshftftd Aeta Saspleloualjr. 


The police at once began working very 
diligently on the case. The husband’s 
tardtness in invoking the aid of the po- 
lice, together with the fact that the 
had noi livad. happily to g ^ e r, 
spurred the department to unusual ac­ 
tivity. To the surprise of many, the 
husband did not give to the detectives 
that assistance which might have been 
expected of a husband In such a case. 
A3 a measure of self-defense, and to 
combat the suspicion which Uls d'Uiory 
action aroused, Luetgert threatened last 
Friday to brinf:- suit for abandonment 
against his wife. The police offered to 
asaist him in the preparation of such 
evidence as he needed. And instantly 
Luetgert’s ease against his absent wife 
was dropped. 
There were other sus­ 
picious circumstances leading to vrr« 
terday*« arrost.________

Milwaukee, May 18.—Wiliam Pauts, 
commonly known as Pouch, the man 
who murdered Alexander Harris and 
uhot three others members of the farm­ 
er's household, is dead. Whether it was 
remorse or insanity that drove him to 
the deed, or desperation due to the 
thought that he was hunted like a wild 
beast, will never be known, but themur- 
dereiikdled by his own hand. Yesterday 
morning his dead body lay under the 
willows on the bank of a mill pond at 
Prospect Hill, Waukesha county, not far 
frcm the scene of the murder. The 
corpse had been discovered in* the pond 
and dragged out by Miller Wood and 
John Bevil. The body was that of a large 
man, young, smooth-shaven as to the 
face and answering the description of 
the murderer as completely 
as any 
corpse could after long Immersion in the 
water. 


The face was bloated. 
In the neck 
was a liullet wound, and tigt.ily knotted 
about the throat was a white handker­ 
chief. It would appear that the man had 
\.aded into the pond, shot himself and 
then fallen prone in the water. No re­ 
volver was found, and the weapon evi­ 
dently dropped from the suicide’s hand 
when he fired. A bulky appearance 
about the breast pocket • of the coat 
caused investigation to be made and a 
pair of bicycle trousers irons were 
brought forth. This removed any doubts 
that may have existed regarding the 
identity of the dead man, for PdUch, 
when fleeing from the scene of his crime, 
did not leave the trousers guards' wljth 
the bicycle which he abandoned but 
slipped them Into his pocket. No wound 
except the one in the neck was found. 
The body was clothed in a dark suit, 
witii a shirt, but no underclothing.

that he phinged into Hale’s pond imme­ 
diately after leaving McNIel's place, 
where he made his first stop after leav­ 
ing the Harris house, for the appearance 
oi ths body Ut such as to show that It 
bad bean In tha water for a week, at 
least.

They Want to Grant Permission to 
the Big Four to Build a New 
Depot. 


BUT AN ORDINANCE STOPS IT. 


All Butldlnffs Constructed Within 
the Fire Limit Must be Built of 
Iron or Brick. 


The city council last night was anx­ 
ious to sfive the Bi}r Four railway com- 
paDV permission to move its station 
building a few feet and construct a 
wooden addition thereto 30x35 feet, but 
there is an urdinanee prohibiting the 
erection of wooden buildings ‘within 
the lire limits and the councilmen were 
at a loss to know how to overcome this 
, obstacle. 


The council could not grant the re­ 
quest without violating a law which it 
had passed itself. 
It was proposed 
that the ordinance be amended as to 
give the council^ authority in thisre- 
Bpect greater range: that while it b<î 
required that all Imiklingî« erected 
within the lire limit be constructed of 
iron or brick that the council have the 
power to permit wooden buildings in 
case where it was practicable and deem­ 
ed advisable.The council, however.was 
not disposed to make any uherations in 
the ordinance la^t night and decided 
to defer the matter until next Monday 
night to which lime the meeting ad­ 
journed. 


Superintendent Bliz/.ar«. Chief En- 
iiineer Kittridge and Attorney Sam H. 
<elley, of the Big Fovu* company, were 
présentât the council meeting- 
In 
the petition for permisiion to make al- 
teratiim» in it? dejw»i property the com­ 
pany set forth that belter facilities for 
the public Were necessary, also that the 
company's bu.-inesn demanded more 
room. ' It was propo^^ed by the com- 
()any to move the {»resent passenger 
and freight station about lô feet to the 
north and 10 feet to the east, making 
the building even with the street curb­ 
ing. a»d build a frame addition HOxîi“» 
feei. 
Mr. Blizzard wa?^ asked by the 
mayor if the company could not erect 
a brick building and the reply was that 
the company needed room immediately 
and a frame structure could be erected 
wore speedily. 
“Our company.” said 
Mr. Blizzard* “i« inclined toward the 
project of constructing a union dej[)ot 
and until such a proposition material­ 
izes we are not disposed to expend the 
amount in terminal impi’ovement that 
a brick buiUling would require.” Mr. 
Blizzard thought that

Alderman Samuel Brown, chairman 
of the committee on street!«», reported 
that the ^lone Hupportss of the Britain 
avenue viaduct had been repaired but

The colnmitiee recommended 
the construction of .-tone abutements, 
tJiC bridge at present resting at each 
end upon wooden sill» from beneath 
which the earth is continually washing 
away. Concerning thelron girders re­ 
moved by the St. Joseph V’alley rail­ 
way company and which it was declared 
would wreck the structure if not imme­ 
diately replaced. Alderman McDonald 
Hiiid he hud seen President Patterson 
and that irentleman had Instructed the 
company’s engineer to put them back 
In position.

It was set forth that this 
feature was necessary to protect the 
lives of the firemen and the property of 
the citizens. The petition was referred 
to the fire and water committee with 
instructions to report at the next meet­ 
ing of the council. 


The clerk was instructed to issue li­ 
censes to the street venders of pop corn 
and peanuts for $25 for a fractional part 
of a year. 


A long petition from Harrison street 
property owners that Harrison avenue 
be widened and street lamps established 
so that its residents might enjoy the 
free mail delivery vvas referred to the 
street committee. The signers of the 
petition set forth that they had voted 
in favor of the $30,000 bond deal also 
in favor of the Eastman Springs street 
railway franchise. 


Mayor Bell announced that the coun­ 
cil had been invited by President Pat­ 
terson to take a ride over his line next 
Wednesday morninir to the river bridge 
and witness the way the heavy work 
on that structure wk-» handled.

A .sale of old playing cards took place 
in London recently. The catalogue con­ 
tained 40 lots, and though they lacked 
the extreme rarity of many in the 
Schrieber collection there were a num­ 
ber of unusually interesting and curi­ 
ous packs. These were the characteris­ 
tics esjHicially of 62 old proverb cards, 
the rarity of which is testified to by the 
fact that they are not mentioned in the 
British museum catalogue, in which 
every known variety is recorded. The 
pack was iu flue condition and realized 
the sum of £4 Is. A marble backed set 
of 64 Dutch satirical cards, engraved iu 
the first quarter of the eighteenth cen­ 
tury. fetched £8 18s. The sum of £3 
was paid for an antique geographical 
pack of about the year 1676. This set 
also included the rare explanatory card 
and another card describing other packs 
of the period. The ‘‘popish plot” pack, 
which was published in 1670, was sold 
for £2 18s. The.^e cards are very scarce, 
but the completeness of the pack was 
broken by the absence of the seven of 
hearts, and this influenced the price. 
A pack illustrating the American war, 
w’ith portraits of the generals engaged in 
It, realized 2 guineas.

They Are Seen In Large Numbers at 
the Hlarhway Brldnre. 


The river just vve»t of the highway 
bridge where the water is slill is alive 
with mullets of all sizes, some of them 
being 18 inches long. Tliey have the 
appearance of being diseased, white 
blotches covering their IxKlies, and it 
is the impression of Hshermen that 
their condition is caused by foreign 
.substances deposited in the river by 
the Niles paper mills. 


Rei)orts from Niles indicate that the 
river al that |)oinl is full of dead mul­ 
lets, a fact w’hich strengthens the 
theory that the lish seen here have 
been poisoned. They are sluggish in 
ihelr movements and none have been 
seen that were not covered with the 
telltale w’hite blotches which in some 
instances cover half of the body. 


If the paper mills are the cause and 
other fish are affected the same as mul 
lets sportemen will probably devise 
some way to stop the slaughtering of 
the denizens of the river by poisonous 
liquids.

Tbe oannibal tree grows ap in ibo 
shape of a huge pineapple and attain« m 
heifht of 11 feet. It has a series ,of 
iKoad, boardlike leaves growing in a 
fringe at the apex, wbieh foioiblj 
bring to mind a gigantio Oentral 
American agave, and these boardlike 
leaves, from 10 to 19 feet in tha smaller 
specimens and from 15 to 90 feet in the 
larger, hang to the ground and ate 
easily strong enongh to bear the weight 
of a man of 140 pounds or more. In the 
ancient times this tree was woishiped 
by the native savages under tbe name of 
the devil tree, a part of the interest­ 
ing ceremony being the sacrifice of one 
of their number to its all too ready em­ 
brace. The victim to be saorlflced was 
driven np the leaves of the ti^ to the 
apex, and the instant the so called pis­ 
tils of the monster were touched the 
leaves would fly together like a trap, 
crashing the life out of the intmder. In 
this way the tree would hold its victim 
until every particle of flesh would dis­ 
appear from his bonea 


The grapple plant is a pfostrate herb 
growing in South Africa. 
Its flower* 
are purple and shaped like the Bnglish 
foxglove. Its fhiit has formidable hooks 
which, by clinging to anp passsrby, is 
oonveyed to situations where *its seed 
may And suitable conditions for growth. 
Sir John Lubbock says it baa been known 
to kill lions. 


The vegetable python, which is 
kiiCTrn to the naturalist aa the olusia or 
fig, is the strangler of trees. The seeds 
of the clusia, being provided with a 
pulp and very pleasant to the tropical 
birds which f ^ thereon, are carried 
from tr<H) to tree and deposited on the 
branches. 
Here germination begins. 
The leafy stem slowly rises, while the 
roots flow, as it were, down the trunk 
until the soil is reached. Here and there 
they branch, changing their course ao- 
cording to the direction of any obstmo- 
tions met with. Meanwhile from these 
rootlets leafy branches have been de­ 
veloped, which, pushing themselves 
through the canopy above, get into the 
light and enormously accelerate their 
growth. 


Now a metamorphosis takes place, 
for the hitherto soft aerial roots begin 
to harden and spread wider and wider, 
throwing out side branches, which flow 
into and amalgamate with each other 
until the whole tree truuk is bound iu a 
series of irregular living hoops. From 
this time on it is a struggle of life and 
death between tbe forest giant and the 
entwining clusia. Like an athlete ^e 
tree tries to ezpaud and burst its fet­ 
ters, cauiiing the bark to bulge between 
every interlacing,* but success and free­ 
dom ore uoc for the captive tree, for the 
mounter clusia has made its bands very 
uuuierous and wide. Not allowed ex* 
pausiou, the tree soon withers and dies, 
ami tbe strangler i.^ soou ezpauded into 
a great bush, almost as large as the 
mass of branches aud foliage it has 
effacod. It is trul/ a tragedy in the 
world of veg^tion.—Los 
Angeles 
Herald.“

‘We are obliged to go to tîie west 
jirhore,” said one of the tishermen this 
morning. 
“What else can we do. 
None of us can afford to purchase new 
nets and we therefore must find a place 
where we can use the nets we nave. 
That will be either in Wisconsin or 
Indiana.”

The fishing industry which these two 
cities seem certain of loosing is worth 
$25,000 per year.

Blab Prices For PlAjrlaf Cardi. 


A sale of old playing cards took place 
in London recently. The catalogue con­ 
tained 46 lots, and though they lacked 
the extreme rarity of many in the 
Schrieber collection there were a nnm 
ber of nnnsnally interesting and cnri 
ons packs. These were the characteris­ 
tics especially of 63 old proverb cards, 
the rarity of which is testified to by the 
fact that they ars not mentioned in the 
British museum catalogue, in which 
every known variety is recorded. The 
pack was in line condition and realized 
the snm of £4 la A marble backed set 
ef 64 Dntch satirioal cards, engraved in 
the first quarter of the eighteenth cen 
tnry, fetched £8 18s. The snm of £8 
was paid for an antique geographical 
pack of about the year 1876. This set 
also inelnded the rare explanatoiy card 
and another card describing other packs 
of the period. The ‘^popish plot*' pack, 
which was published in 1679, was sold 
for £8 18s. These cards are very scarce, 
bnt the completeness of the pack was 
broken by the absence of the seven of 
hearts, and this influenced the price. 
A pack illnitrating the Ameriean war, 
with portraits of the generals engaged in 
it. realised 9 guineas.

The river just west of the highway 
bridge where the water is still is alive 
with mullets of all sizes, some of them 
being 18 inches long. They have the 
appearance of being diseased, white 
blotches covering their bodies, and it 
is the impression of fishermen that 
their condition is caused by forei] 
substances deposited in the river by 
the Niles paper mills. 


Reports from Niles indicate that the 
river at that point is full of dead mul­ 
lets, a fact which strengthens the 
theory that the fish seen here have 
been poisoned. They are sluggish in 
their movements and none have been 
seen that were not covered with the 
telltale white blotches which in some 
instances cover half of the body. 


If the paper mills are the cause and 
other fish are affected the same as mul­ 
lets sportsmen will probably devise 
some way to stop the slaughtering of 
the denizens of the river by poisonous 
liquids.

Not allowed ex­ 
pansion, the tree soou withers and dies, 
and the strangler is soou expanded into 
a great bush, alxuost as' large as the 
mass of branches and foliage it has 
effaced.
